“(3) In the absence of a judicial order approv-
ing the production of tangible things under this sub-
section, the production shall terminate when the in-
formation sought is obtained, when the application
for the order is denied, or after the expiration of 7
days from the time the Attorney General begins re-
quiring the emergency production of such tangible
things, whichever is earliest.

“(4) A denial of the application made under
this subsection may be reviewed as provided in sec-
tion 103.

“(5) If such application for approval is denied,
or in any other case where the production of tangible
things is terminated and no order is issued approv-

foreign intelligence information.

“(11) LIMITATION.—A ‘specific selec-
tion term’ shall not permit the bulk or in-
discriminate collection of tangible things,
such as by solely identifying an electronice
communication service provider or a pro-
vider of remote computing service, unless
the provider is itself a subject of an au-
thorized investigation, or by solely identi-
fying a broad domestic geographic region,
including the United States, a State, city,
county, zip code, or area code when not
used as part of a specific identifier as de-
scribed in clause (1).

“(i1) RULE OF CONSTRUCTION.—
Nothing in this paragraph shall be con-
strued to preclude the use of multiple
terms or identifiers to meet the require-
ments of clause (1).

“(B) CALL DETAIL RECORD APPLICA-

TIONS.—For purposes of an application sub-

mitted under subsection (b)(2)(C), the term
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‘specific selection term’ means a term that spe-
cifically identifies an individual, account, or per-
sonal device.”.

through 107, is not sufficiently operational to allow
the timely retrieval of foreign intelligence informa-

(2) EXTENSION FOR CERTIFICATION.—If the
President makes a certification described in para-
oraph (1), the amendment made by sections 101
through 107 shall take effect on the date, that may
be up to 1 year after the date of the enactment of
this Act, that the President determines that the
transition referred to in such paragraph is suffi-
ciently operational to allow the timely retrieval of
foreign intelligence information from recipients of an
order under section 501 of such Act.

(3) LIMITATION ON TRANSITION PERIOD.—If
the President makes a certification under paragraph
(1) and does not determine an effective date under
paragraph (2), the amendments made by sections
101 through 107 shall take effect on the date that
is 1 year after the date of the enactment of this Act.

(b) NO EFFECT ON PRIOR AUTHORITY.—Nothing in

this Act, or any amendment made by this Act, shall be
construed to alter or eliminate the authority of the Gov-
ernment to obtain an order under title V of the Foreign
Intelligence Surveillance Act of 1978 (50 U.S.C. 1861 et
seq.) as in effect on May 31, 2015, during the period end-

ing on such effective date.
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(¢) TRANSITION.—

(1) ORDERS IN EFFECT ON MAY 31, 2015.—Not-
withstanding any other provision of the Foreign In-
telligence Surveillance Act of 1978 (50 U.S.C. 1801
et seq.) or this Act or any amendment made by this
Act, any order issued or made under title V of the
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act of 1978 and in
effect on May 31, 2015, shall continue in effect until
the date of the expiration of such order.

(2)  CONTINUED  APPLICABILITY.—Notwith-
standing any other provision of the Foreign Intel-
ligence Surveillance Act of 1978 (50 U.S.C. 1801 et
seq.) or this Act or any amendment made by this
Act, the order entered by the court established under
section 103(a) of the Foreign Intelligence Surveil-
lance Act of 1978 (50 U.S.C. 1803(a)) on February
26, 2015, in Docket No. BR 15-24, may be ex-
tended by order of that court until the effective date
established in subsection (a).

(3) USE OF INFORMATION.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Information acquired
from the call detail records pursuant to an
order issued under section 501 of the Foreign
Intelligence Surveillance Act of 1978 (50
U.S.C. 1861) prior to the effective date in sub-
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section (a) may continue to be used after the
effective date of this Act, subject to the limita-
tion in subparagraph (B).

(B) DESTRUCTION OF INFORMATION.—
Any record produced under any order entered
by the court established under section 103(a) of
the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act of
1978 (50 U.S.C. 1803(a)) on February 26
2015, in Docket No. BR 15-24, or any prede-
cessor order for such an order shall be de-
stroyed no later than 5 years after the date
such record was initially collected. Until that
time, such a record may be used in accordance
with the purpose prescribed and the procedures
established in such order.

(d) APPROPRIATE COMMITTEES OF CONGRESS DE-
FINED.—In this section, the term “‘appropriate commit-
tees of Congress’” means—

(1) the Committee on the Judiciary and the Se-

TITLE V—OTHER PROVISIONS
SEC. 501. UNAUTHORIZED DISCLOSURE OR REMOVAL OF
CERTAIN CLASSIFIED INFORMATION.

(a) PROHIBITION ON UNAUTHORIZED DISCLO-
SURE.—An officer, employee, contractor, or consultant of
the United States, or an officer, employee, contractor, or
consultant of a recipient of an order issued pursuant to
section 501 of the Foreign Intelligence Surveillance Act
of 1978 (50 U.S.C. 1861) who—

(1) knowingly comes into possession of classi-
fied information or documents or materials con-
taining classified information of the United States
that—

(A) was submitted in connection with an
application to the court established under sec-
tion 103(a) of the Foreign Intelligence Surveil-
lance Act of 1978 (50 U.S.C. 1803(a));
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1 (B) was submitted in connection with an
2 order approved by such court; or

3 (C) was acquired pursuant to an order or
4 directive of such court; and

5 (2)(A) knowingly and willfully communicates,
6 transmits, or otherwise makes available to an unau-
7 thorized person, such classified information or docu-
8 ments or materials; or

9 (B) knowingly removes such documents or ma-
10 terials without authority and with the intent to re-

“(B) COVERED MATTER.—The term ‘cov-
ered matter’ means a matter before a court es-

“(1) that, in the opinion of such a
court, presents a legal or technical issue
regarding which the court’s deliberations
would benefit from participation by an
amicus curiae; and

“(11) that pertains to—

“(I) an application for an order
under this title, title III, IV, or V of
this Act, or section 703 or 704 of this
Act;
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“(II) a review of a certification
or procedures under section 702 of
this Act; or
“(ITI) a notice of non-compliance
with any such order, certification, or
procedures.

“(3) DESIGNATION.—The courts established by
subsection (a) and (b) shall each designate 1 or
more individuals who have been determined by ap-
propriate executive branch officials to be eligible for
access to classified national security information, in-
cluding sensitive compartmented information, who
may be appointed to serve as amicus curiae. In ap-
pointing an amicus curiae pursuant to paragraph
(1), the court may choose from among those so des-
ignated.

“(4) EXPERTISE.—An individual appointed as
an amicus curiae under paragraph (1) may be a spe-
cial counsel or an expert on privacy and civil lib-
erties, intelligence collection, telecommunications, or
any other area that may lend legal or technical ex-
pertise to the court.

“(5) DUTIES.—An amicus curiae appointed

under paragraph (1) to assist with the consideration

of a covered matter shall carry out the duties as-
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signed by the appointing court. That court may au-
thorize, to the extent consistent with the case or
controversy requirements of Article III of the Con-
stitution of the United States and the national secu-
rity of the United States, the amicus curiae to re-
view any application, certification, petition, motion,
or other submission that the court determines is rel-
evant to the duties assigned by the court.

“(6) NOTIFICATION.—A court established under
subsection (a) or (b) shall notify the Attorney Gen-
eral of each exercise of the authority to appoint an
amicus curiae under paragraph (1).

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tees of Congress an annual report on the number of

ney General for the preceding 12-month period.

“() ReVIEW oF FISA Courtr DECISIONS.—Fol-
lowing issuance of an order under this Act, a court estab-
lished under subsection (a) shall certify for review to the
court established under subsection (b) any question of law
that may affect resolution of the matter in controversy
that the court determines warrants such review because
of a need for uniformity or because consideration by the
court established under subsection (b) would serve the in-
terests of justice. Upon certification of a question of law
under this subsection, the court established under sub-
section (b) may give binding instructions or require the
entire record to be sent up for decision of the entire matter
n controversy.

“(k) REVIEW OoF FISA COURT OF REVIEW DxrCI-

tirety, required by section 2.3 of Executive Order
12333 (50 U.S.C. 3001 note) within 5 years prior
to the date of the enactment of the FISA Reform
Act of 2015, shall initiate, not later than 180 days
after such date of enactment, a review of the proce-
dures for such element, in accordance with para-
oraph (3).

“(2) REQUIREMENT FOR REVIEW.—Not less
frequently than once every 5 years, each head of an
element of the intelligence community shall conduct
a review of the procedures approved by the Attorney
seneral for such element that are required by sec-
tion 2.3 of Executive Order 12333 (50 U.S.C. 3001
note), or any successor order, in accordance with
paragraph (3).

“(3) REQUIREMENTS FOR REVIEWS.—In coordi-

nation with the Director of National Intelligence and
the Attorney General, the head of an element of the
intelligence community required to perform a review

under paragraphs (1) or (2) shall—
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“(A) review existing procedures for such
element that are required by section 2.3 of Ex-
ecutive Order 12333 (50 U.S.C. 3001 note), or

any successor order, to assess whether—
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“(1) advances in communications or
other technologies since the time the proce-
dures were most recently approved by the
Attorney General have affected the privacy
protections that the procedures afford to
United States persons, to include the pro-
tections afforded to United States persons
whose nonpublic communications are inci-
dentally acquired by an element of the in-
telligence community; or

“(i1) aspects of the existing proce-
dures impair the acquisition, retention, or
dissemination of timely, accurate, and in-
sightful information about the activities,
capabilities, plans, and intentions of for-
elen powers, organization, and persons,
and their agents; and

“(B) propose any modifications to existing

procedures for such element in order to—

“(1) clarify the guidance such proce-

dures afford to officials responsible for the
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acquisition, retention, and dissemination of
intelligence;

“(i1) eliminate wunnecessary impedi-
ments to the acquisition, retention, and
dissemination of intelligence; or

“(i11) ensure appropriate protections
for the privacy of United States persons
and persons located inside the United
States.

“(4) NOTICE.—The Director of National Intel-
ligence and the Attorney General shall notify the
congressional intelligence committees following the
completion of each review required under this sec-
tion.

“(5) REQUIREMENT TO PROVIDE PROCE-
DURES.—Upon the implementation of any modifica-
tions to procedures required by section 2.3 of Execu-
tive Order 12333 (50 U.S.C. 3001 note), or any suc-
cessor order, the head of the element of the intel-
ligence community to which the modified procedures
apply shall promptly provide a copy of the modified
procedures to the congressional intelligence commit-
tees.”.
